"The rules and principles for ac­ 
quiring and maintaining the proper 
mechanics of the body in its ana­ 
tomic correct position are so few and 
so simple that they offer little ex­ 
cuse for neglect in this field. 
Em­ 
phasize—stand tall, head up, chin 
in. chest high, abdomen flat, weight 
on balls of feet. 


"Never 
over-correct 
the 
chest 
which tends to carry the shoulders 
too far back and to increase the 
| low lumbar curve of the back, caus- 
j ing the body weight to fall on the 
heels. 


"Always consider the body as a 
whole. Do not look only at a local­ 
ized deformity because its causes 
and results are too far reaching, 
often-times working round in a vi­ 
cious circle. 
Departure from the 
normal 
poise 
causes 
abnormal 
strain. It must be appreciated that 
while the chief effect of the strain 
may show most markedly in one 
part, nevertheless, the whole body 
under such circumstances must be 
affected.” 
(From 
Thomas—"Body 
Mechanics and Health.”) 
This means that it is wrong to 
nag a child about any one feature 
of body posture. “Throw your shoul­ 
ders back.” 
"Don't droop.” 
“Hold 
your head up.” "Stand up straight.” 
"Pull your stomach in.” If only one 
thing is corrected it may mean that 
the correction will throw the body 
out of place in another and even 
more disadvantageous place. 
Besides that the psychology of 
such nagging is all wrong. Children 
will respond readily to desire for 
correct carriage and posture if thev 
are encouraged to believe that it 
will give them stronger muscles or 
that it will make them more beau­ 
tiful and attractive. 
The first ar­ 
gument can be applied to the males 
and the second to the females. 
Physical 
educators 
today 
are 
agreed that exercises for the arms 
and legs have been over-emphasized 
in the past. 
Far more important 
are exercises to produce good gen­ 
eral bodily posture. 
They result in 
far more muscle strengthening than 
the mere arm and leg exercises. 
It must be remembered that cor­ 
rect posture includes not only stand­ 
ing and walking positions, but also 
sitting and even 
lying 
positions. 
Rules and exercises for attaining 
these various ideals will be discussed 
tomorrow.

With the election of a county con­ 
troller and the need for more office 
room at the court house, talk of ex­ 
cavating the basement of the court 
house, as a place for storing records 
is being revived. 
At present only a small portion of 
the room under the court house is 
excavated and in use. Work of ex­ 
cavating could be done by able 
bodied men who are now receiving 
help from the county and whom it 
is believed would be glad to earn the 
money in place of having it donated. 
By handling the m atter right it is 
figured that the entire basement 
could be excavated at practically no 
cost to the county so far as taking 
out the earth is concerned. The only 
cost would be for hauling the earth 
away, lowering the wall, doing the 
cement work and installing heat 
and light. 
It is probable that with a compet­ 
ent overseer, the labor necessarv for 
the cement work could be obtained 
from those who are now getting aid 
from the county, and the expense 
would be quite low. 
It would be an easy m atter to 
build a stairway from the main cor­ 
ridor to the basement, and there 
would be ample room in the base­ 
ment to take care of filing eases and 
all the surplus records about the 
court house. 
It is believed to be the mast prac­ 
ticable and most feasible proposi­ 
tion to get more room at a minimum 
of cost. From present indications 
and owing to the economic condi­ 
tions, a new court house appears to 
be a long way off, but the proposi- j 
tion of excavating the basement 
would afford an easy and cheap i 
method of taking care of the situa-1 
tion, until such a time as the county 
feels abje to invest in a new court 
house.

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 19.—A revo- 
luClonary new industry—the m anu­ 
facture of coke for domestic and 
boiler uses tl rough the low tem per­ 
ature carbon zation of coal—will be 
established by the Mellon interests 
immediately upon readjustment of 
the present economic stagnation, 
delegates to the third international 
conference on bituminous coal were 
informed here today. 
F. Puening, a research specialist 
for the Koppers Company, dominant 
in 
the 
manufacture of coal by­ 
products, informed the delegates of 
plans of his company for the m anu­ 
facture of low carbonization coke 
which await only the passing of the 
present depression. 
He said: 
Probe Principles 
“It was decided to make an in­ 
vestigation of the basic principles 
of low tem perature carbonization, 
and to develop domestic and boiler 
fuel by low temperature carboniza­ 
tion 
and 
to develop, if possible, 
equipment which would be success­ 
ful both economically and tech­ 
nically. 
“This investigation has now been 
completed. 
Commercial plants em­ 
bodying the new principles have 
been designed, but, due to present 
business conditions, their construc­ 
tion has been postponed.” 
Puening’s add/ess to the delegates 
created a sensation at the coal con­ 
ference. 
The process which he de­ 
scribed has engrossed scientists in 
Europe and the Orient, and has gen-

Find New Markets 
The speaker came to the point at 
issue almost at the outset of his 
address. He told the delegates they 
must decide whether scientific de­ 
velopments should find new m ar­ 
kets for coa! and its by-products or 
whether economic agreements and 
politiW pacts such as those de­ 
signed to regulate production or fix 
prices would be resorted to in an 
effort to aid “King Coal”. 
He explained intimately the pro­ 
cess which the Koppers engineers 
have developed and said that such 
plants as they propose to construct 
would show earnings sufficient to 
yield a profit of 15 per cent net. 
“In times of normal industrial 
activity and normal prices it seems 
evident that carbonization for power 
plants will be profitable in many lo­ 
cations, assuming, of course, that 
our new methods of carbonization 
will prove successful in permanent 
operation,” he said. 
Would Erect Plants 
Coke is now manufactured by high 
temperature carbonization methods. 
Chief factor in the use of the low 
carbonization method would be the 
economies to be effected in the m an­ 
ufacturing process. 
Puening said machines have been 
designed which have capacities as 
great as 2,000 tons daily. 
Such 
plants would be erected to substi­ 
tute for the many familiar smaller 
units with capacities of 50 or 60 
tons each. 
While Puening and many other 
scientists attending the conference 
read their papers, the committee of 
five appointed by Dr. Thomas S. 
Baker, president of Carnegie Insti­ 
tute, to receive recommendations 
for the economic rehabilitation of 
the coal industry, held its first meet­ 
ing. 
A report on some successful 
plan to relieve the ailing industry 
was expected to be delivered to the 
conference before the close tonight.

New Plan Would Supplant 
‘‘Poor’ Proposal—Pe­ 
tition Asks Increase 
Modification

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19—Crea­ 
tion of a raiiroad credit corporation 
as a substitute for the pooling plan 
of the Interstate Commerce com­ 
mission to obtain higher freight 
rates was proposed to the commis­ 
sion ’today by the association of 
railway executives. 
The petition asked for certain 
modifications of the commission’s 
decision in the 15 per cent rate in­ 
crease, in order to make the plan 
workable from a practical stand­ 
point. 
Offices In Capital 
The organization would be incor­ 
porated under Delaware laws. Its 
administrative office will be located 
here. 
In its recent decision the commis­ 
sion granted certain increases in 
freight rates, estimated to aggregate 
between $100,000,000 and $125,000,- 
000, providing the revenues derived 
therefrom are placed in a fund for 
the relief of railroads failing to 
earn their interest charges. 
The railroads now ask that the 


amounts so distributed shall be re­ 
garded as loans and not gratuities, 
the loans requiring the best avail­ 
able collateral but with discretion 
to the corporation to relax this re­ 
quirement when the public interest 
requires. Under the proposed plan 
these loans are to be for a period 
not exceeding two years, but may be 
renewed for another two-year per­ 
iod. 
Loans shall be repaid to the cor­ 
poration before any dividend is de­ 
clared by a railroad to its own 
stockholders, except in cases where 
by contract or otherwise, payment 
of a specific dividend or fixed 
charge is involved. 
Ask Modification 
The railroads also asked the com­ 
mission to modify that portion of 
its decision fixing the amount of in­ 
crease per car so as to convert these 
per-car charges into equiv a 1 e n t 
charges expressed in cents per net- 
ton. 
The commission fixed an increase 
of $3 per car on such articles as 
anthracite 
and 
bituminous 
coal, 
coke, iron, ore, and other heavy 
traffic, and an increase of $6 per car 
on scrap iron, rough and finished 
stone, crude petroleum, pig iron and 
other bulky freight. 
The roads asked for the change 
in this respect as they have cars of 
different capacities and roads with 
larger cars, if the charge on all cars 
is the same, would be given an ar­ 
bitrary competitive advantage.

Mrs. Alice Mason, 50, Illi­ 
nois, Confesses Seeking 
Insurance Money

.. Confesses Dividing Insur­

PEKIN, 111., Nov. 19.—Prompted 
by a 50-year-old woman’s confession 
that she killed her husband and 
child by poison in order to collect 
insurance money, county 
authori­ 
ties today began investigation of an 
alleged “murder ring.” 
Both the woman, Mrs. Alice Ma­ 
son, and Dr. B. M. Barringer who 
was implicated in her confession, 
were in the county jail here. Sheriff 
James J. Crosby and State’s Attor­ 
ney Louis Dunkelberg prepared to 
subject them to another grilling to­ 
day. 
Divided Insurance 
The officials expressed some doubt 
as to the credibility of part of Mrs. 
Mason’s confession wherein she de­ 
clared she had divided $2,000 in in­ 
surance proceeds with Dr. Barrin­ 
ger in return for the physician’s sig­ 
nature on the death certificates of 
her husband, John, and her 12- 
year-old daughter, Mildred. 
Mrs. Mason, according to the au­ 
thorities, also named others as mem­ 
bers of a “murder ring” which thriv­ 
ed, according to her story, on the 
poisoning of insured persons. 
Makes Confession 
Mrs. Mason’s confession of the 
arsenic murders of her husband at 
Emden, 111., a year ago, and of her 
daughter at Lelavan 
last 
August 
was made last night to Sheriff Cros­ 
by and State's Attorney Dunkel­ 
berg. 
Immediately after the wom­ 
an’s statement was obtained officers 
hurried to Emden, 30 miles from 
here, and arrested Dr. Barringer. 
During the course of her amazing 
confession, Mrs. Mason, according to 
autohorities. revealed that her 22- 
year-old son Robert was singled out 
as “the next to go.”

Council met today as a board of 
health and decided that all gypsies 
now in the city must leave New 
Castle by six o’clock Monday eve­ 
ning as the result of police allega­ 
tions they hpve carried on their 
“business” and live amid insanitary 
conditions. 
It appears that one band of no­ 
mads arrived here two weeks ago 
and nothing was said to council 
concerning their presence. 
How­ 
ever, yesterday other bands arrived 
and as soon as they took up nuar- 
ters they were notified to “get out 
of town”. 
They retained Attorney 
E. K. Logan to represent them. 
Today’s hearing developed that 
under state law the city can order 
them to leave within a prescribed 
time or send them to jail. Attorney 
Logan replied th at the people he 
represented had not practiced phre­ 
nology and would not apply their 
craft here. 
He told the board the people he 
represented denied they were no­ 
mads and said another band had 
been here two weeks. 
He declared 
that under the interpretation of the 
law as pronounced in council today 
“gypsies do not have a right to live.” 
Councilman Genkinger raised the 
question: “W hat is a gypsy?” Solici­ 
tor Robert White replied “a gypsy is 
a nomad” and declared they were 
members of “roving bands.” Gen­ 
kinger 
asked 
“Where 
is 
their 
home?” and White replied that 
practically all of them came from 
Roumania. 
“We deny we are gypsies” declar­ 
ed Attorney Logan whereupon he 
said that one band here had not 
been ordered out of town and that 
if “ ‘my people’ are ordered out, I 
will make a complaint against the 
other band.” 
He 
declared 
that 
“what is fair for one is fair for an­ 
other.” 
Attorney Logan declared the first 
band had got a “very good recep­ 
tion here.” He declared “my ‘gyp­ 
sies’ will not practice phrenology 
here but will leave within a week. 
But I want permission for them to 
stay until their goods reach here.” 
He said it is now in transit. 
Council wanted to know some­ 
thing about the first band of gyp­ 
sies which had come here and Chief 
of Police Horner was called into the 
meeting. 
He said th at when they 
came here they were warned that 
“the police will be on your tail and 
as soon as you do anything, you’ll 
get out or be arrested.” 
Attorney Logan maintained that 
the mayor or chief could not legally 
tell them to “stay out.” Horner de­ 
clared police had informed him the 
gypsies did not charge for ‘fortune- 
telling’ but would sell an article as 
a subterfuge then they would give 
a “reading” which would be free. 
Solicitor Robert White prepared a 
resolution which charged the gyp­ 
sies with “living in insanitary and 
immoral conditions and that this 
board of health finds them a nuis­ 
ance.” He said the immoral clause 
was written “because three or four 
families sleep in the same room.” 
As no direct proof was adduced 
to immorality, Councilman Clayton 
Reeves requested the clause be re­ 
moved from the resolution. 
This 
was seconded by Councilman Gen­ 
kinger 
and 
the 
resolution 
was 
adopted and the gypsies must leave 
New Castle by six o’clock Monday 
night. 
According to Chief Horner the 
gypsies are located in two places in 
West Washington street, two places 
in Long avenue, and also in South 
Mill street. 
Until then police will 
keep a sharp surveillance on the 
nomads’ activities.
